Tailored for Breakage 


Ever wonder why there 
aren't more casualties 
at the launching of a 
IICAV ship, what with 
flying glass as the tradi- 
tional bottle of bubbly 
is broken over the bow?

SAIGON (AP) - Communist 


artillerymen unleashed a bar- 
rage of mortars and Russian* 
made rockets on U.S. positions 
in Plelku City in the central 
highlands today, killing two 
Americans and wounding 37. 


Eight miles to the northeast a 


heavy mortar attack on a Mon- 
tagnard village killed 24 moun- 
tain tribesmen and wounded 60. 


Aside from the mortar as- 


saults, however, the week-long 
slowdown 
in ground fighting 


continued. U.S. aircraft 
flew 


strikes against rail facilities in 
North Vietnam and struck wide* 
ly scattered targets In South 
Vietnam. 


No U.S. planes were reported 


lost. 


In Saigon military sources 


said they saw no significance in 
the lull in fighting. They pointed 
out that periods of Intense com- 
bat have often been separated 
by periods of minor skirmish- 
ing. 


A U.S. military spokesman in 


Pleiku said the mortar and 
racket attacks on the Pleiku 
defense perimeter, on an artil- 
lery camp and on other U.S. 
installations were coordinated. 


The mortars were 82mm, the

140mm. 


Fabled "Hoi 
Line'Used 
Frequently 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson and Soviet Pre- 
mier Alexei N. Kosygin made 
uepreoedented 
•'efforts- even 


using the fabled "hot line"-to 
try to limit the Middle East cri- 
sis and bring the fighting to a 
quick end. 


For the first time a U.S. Pres- 


ident and a Soviet premier ex- 
changed messages over the hot 
line opened between Moscow 
and Washington four years ago 
following their confrontation in 
the 1962 Cuban missile crisis. 


Kosygin sent the first Mideast 


message to the President early 
Monday after Israeli and Arab 
armies 
clashed, 
the White 


House disclosed Thursday. 


The Soviet premier, it was 


learned, suggested the world's 
two great powers should work 
together in the 
interest of 


pt*ce. It is understood his mes- 
sage affirmed what he said in 
an earlier note to the President 
— that the Soviet government 
did not want war In the Middle 
East. 


Johnson replied to Kosygin 


the same day, also using the hot 
line, White House press officer 
George Christian reported. He 
did not disclose the content of 
the President's response but it 
reportedly welcomed Kosygin's 
Interest in limiting the war and 
bringing it to a quick conclu- 
sion. 


This has been the first major 


Middle East crisis In which both 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union hav% been involved and 
both played key roles. 


No one here now disputes that 


the Soviet Union has achieved 
the status of a Middle East pow. 
er to years following the Arab- 
Israeli clash of 1956, Moscow's 
military assistance and advice 
now play a vital role in deter- 
mining events in that explosive 
crossroads of world commerce.

Caddo Gap Is Ideal 
Location for System 
to Study the Stars

Whether in a scientific labora- 


tory or a TV story, man, today, 
is reaching for the stars. In Ar- 
kansas we have an ideal location 
for an earth station to use in a 
communications satellite sys- 
tem, and it's c^ose by— near 
Caddo Gap, 


This is not some look-far- 


ahead plan, but an actual fact 
that is in existence, and It called 
the Arkansas Research Test Sta- 
tion or ARTS. It is a project of 
Hughes Aircraft Company, which 
has one of the strongest scien- 
tific teams in the nation. 


The idea for an earth station, 


designed specifically for use with 
a synchronous orbit communi- 
cations satellite was initiated 
and developed by Hugnes' engi- 
neers. Although necessary sate- 
llite 
control was practically 


demonstrated in the Syncom and 
Early Bird satellite programs, 
the concept of an actual ground 
station did not reach fruition un- 
til 1965, when ARTS was con- 
ceived in its present form. 


The Arkansas location pro- 


vides geographical visibility to 
both Atlantic and Pacific satel- 
lites and is relatively free of 
microwave 
relay link inter- 


ference. The valley in which the 
site is located was selected af- 
ter Hughes Aircraft Company 
engineers made detailed analyses 
of geographical shielding from 
existing radio communications 
channels. The construction per- 
mit granted to Hughes Aircraft 
Company by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission is the 
first of its type ever issued. 


To the layman all phases ol 


the operation are complicated, 
but at least one of its objectives 
is easily understood. That is for 
it to serve as a test center for 
radio, television, and telephone, 
systems via synchronous orbit 
satellites. These systems will 
provide instantaneous, Inexpen- 
sive communications linkage a- 
mong all nations of the world. 
A stationary satellite's cover- 
age, in which earth stations are 
able to communicate with one 
another by means of this satel- 
lite, extends over 38.2 per cent 
of the earth's surface. 


If you are near Caddo Gap 


sometime, you would probably 
be interested in seeing the ARTS. 
Its antenna is of a new design 
—a dish-shape that looks as If 
it were propped up on its side. 
Though we don't have its dimen- 
sions, the "dish" is quite a good 
deal larger than the building 
housing equipment which is found 
nearby. 


The story of the Hughes En- 


terprise in Arkansas came, not 
by satellite, but by mail. John 
McLeod, formerly of Hope and 
now with another Hughes pro- 
ject in Japan, knew of our in- 
terest in the satellite and sup- 
plied information about it. The 
reason for our correspondent's 
being in Japan? Well.., 


Hughes has been known pri- 


marily as a developer and sup- 
plier of military systems and 
equipment to all branches of 
the U.S. military establishment

stupidity of Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser precipitat- 
ed the Mideast war. But the 
United Nations, the organizAtlon 
which might have been able to 
prevent It, dawdled instead.

this. And there's no guarantee it 
will do any better the next time, 
which may be worse. But the 
war happened and now the fur- 
niture of the Middle East almost 
certainly will be rearranged.
